Toulon, Aug. 29. 

SSOON as the Enemy had retir'd, 
the Marfhal de Teffe gave Order for 
raifing a Battety of 12 Cannon on the 
Sea-Snore beyond the great Tower. 
That Precaution was not ufeieis, for 

the Enemy’s Bomb-Veffels approaching the 23d to 
bombard us agen, that Battery made them retire 
very foon, tho’ there were then but 2 Guns planted 
tofire. That Day 250 Deferters came over. We 
are continually fetching in hither what the Enemy 
left behind them in their Camp, particularly a very 
great Namber of Bombs and Bullets. In the open 
Country a great Number of dead Bodics haye been 
found ; which thews that the Artillery of the Cicy 
and of the Ships, did more Execution upon the E- 
nemy than was reckon’d. The 23d she Marfhal de 
Teffe caus’d the genersle to be beat, and the fame 
Day went and encamp’d with 2 Regiments of Dra- 
goons, al} the Grenadiers, and 800 chofen Men, at 
Souliers, having caus’d the Dragoons to advance as 
far as Cuers. The 24th the Dragoons reach’d Pig- 
nans, which the Enemy had lefe chat Mornifig. “T he 
fame Day the Foor encamp’d at Cuers, the 25th at 
Beffe, and the 26th ar Cabaffe. It was advis’d that 
the Enemy arriv’d the 25th at Frejus, and that chey 
would reft there the 26th. The 24:h the Coun: de 
Grignan firft Lieutenant General of the King’s Atmy 
in Provence, and Commandant of that Province, 
caus’d the Troops that remain’d here to. march to 
joyn the Marthal. de Teffe. Letters from the Camp 
at Lorgues of the’ 28th tell us the Enemy lefr Frejus 
the 27th ; that. they fuffer'd very much for Want of 
Provifions and Baggage ; that however they march’d 
with fo great Diligence that it would be difficyit ro 
overtake’ them. The Chevalier. de. Miane was near 
Draguignan with a Detachment of Dregoons and a- 
bout 8060 Militia of upper Provence. He follow’d 
the Enemy’s Army, and incommoded them exireme- 
ly by continual Skirmifhés. The Lerrers fay pofi- 
tively he had even charg’d their Reac-Guard from 
Time to Time: That all-who- ftraggled were kill'd, 
and that he had repuls’d a: Body of the Enemy. who 
had advanc’d againft him to attack him. 
Pars, Sept. 10. A Courier who came the 4th 
from Saint Laurent, has brought an Accounr, that 
the Enemy had made their Retreat with fo great 
Precipitation, that “twas impoffible for the King’s 
Army to overtake them. * They pafs’d the Var the 
1ft of this Month, the Duke of Savoy paffing Jaft, 
and immediately caufing the Bridges to be broke, 
that the King’s Army who were following them 
clofe might not crofs that;River.
